rillliTY TniHIStNU ACRKK OCCOPIKD.
Tie whoif nomber of acres constituting the two

estates, and which are now known as the Government
farms, numbers some thirty thousand acrcs of rich
and arable land, twenty I.vo hundred of which arc
now under cultivation, and yieldiuga snug income to
the government. There is, however, a large poriion
ol wooded land on the farms which will have to be
cleared-before they can yield much; but, even allowing

EIGHT HUNDRED FKEKDMKN.
Lieutenant O'Brien has Home seven or eight hundred

freedmon in the government employ, who have survived
Die transition from "slave" to "contraband" and have
finally germinated Into "freedmen," with liberty's
wings full fledged, and have not had their equilibrium
upset or ttaeir morals affected In the slightest manner
that we could discover.
